During the Winter, Both ſides lay quiet, but the very Ap- 
proach” of Spring warm'd the Engl:fhto Attion, which tho* not 
ſo conſiderable, yet was preparatory to facilitate the Opening of 
the grand Campaign, which did not begin till ſometime after. 
For upon the 14th. of March (where this Journal begins) Colo- 
nel L:lington, berween eight and nine ar Night, march'd from: 
Roſcreagh, with a Party of bis own, which being joyn'd by ano- 
ther from Blix, made ups together Three Hutddred/Horſc, Foot 
and Dragoonk, and gdvanc'd teward Nevagh; bit. finding the 
way to be: longer t peed; and day- coming, ow; he we- 
tach'd Eighteen Horſe and as many Foot, which he mounted? 
upon Garrans, and made all the haſte he could to ſecure the 
Bridge about half a Mile from Nezagh. Upon which the whole 
Garriſon ſallicd out, to oppoſe him : However with that ſmall 
party he'maintairfd the: Paſs; till bis Foot came vp; and then 
laying. themr'at the Bridge, he advanc'd, with his Horſe toward 
the Enemy, whoat a di were very free of their Shor, but 
ſo ſoon as the Exgliſh came nere them, began to run: upon 
which the Enghſþ purſu'd theno,. and kill'd about Twenty, .of 
which number was a Lieutenant, and took one Corner. This

Foxiks's Souldiers; but in his re- 
turn, he: had notice that a Party of Rappatees way-laid him not 
far from Hackets-Fown, with a 'Reſolugion to refene the Priſoners : 
Upon which, he ſent away ſeventcen of-his Dragoons -with the 
Priſoners, and with the other chirteen- marched to Hackers 
Town ; where ſending for CIR after ſome hard threat-

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ning Words, the Conſtable inform'd him where the Rapparees 
lay; and then he immediately.march'd. to find 'em out, Soſoon 
as he approached the Place, he advanced with four of; his Men 
into'a Ficld adjoyning,, where he fell in with a Party. of twenty 
cight Iriſh, commanded by Captain O Neale. The Enemy ſeeing 
ſo ſmall a numtsr, came up and fired at 'em, but without doing 
any hurt to the Exgliſh,, who anſwer'd them in the ſame Element 
to better purpoſe, killing two of the Rebels,and wounding O Neale 
himſelf. By which time, the reſt of the Exgiſh, being come in, 
charged the 7riſb, and kill'd four ofthem, pur the reſt to flight, 
and purſued them from place to place, till they had killed abour 
rwenty of them,and among the reſt cheir Captain O Neale; who be- 
ing wounded before,was now perfely cured ; his Enemies becom- 
ing his Surgeons. Of the Engliſh only three- were wounded, and 
two Horſes kilPd:

April 2; Coll. Tiffx ſent out from Ballyſhannon a Party of two 
hundred Foot, and two Troops of Coll. 47mm; Dragoons, who 
marched withinthree Miles of Skgs, where they kil!'d thirty two 

, Of Captain Mackſherry's Men, and took nine, and brought away 

with them a Booty of 180 Cows, 50 Sheep, and 3o Horles 
but the Captain with the reſt made their Eſcapes to the Moun- 


tains. 
April 4 A Party of Longford Garifon,meeting wich ſome of the 
Enemies Dragoonsnear the River Enye,flew {1x; upon which, the 
reſt raking the-River where ir was not- fordable, ten more of them 
were drown'd: Such-a ſtrange thing is Fear, that i-makes many 
Men run from one Death to another. 
April 5. A ſmall Party of: Dragoons, commanded by Quar: . 
wrer- Maſter Tophzm, mct with a detach'd Party -of the Rebels, 
under che Command of Captain Bourke z. of which they ſlew five, 
and an Enſign, the-reſt betaking themielves to their heels. 
* Theſameday Brigadicr Stewart.ſent from Bclturbat a Detacly- 
ment of fifty Fqor and twenty Dragoons, under the C:.mmand of 
Captain Stewart, with Orders to march toward 1Mþzl, to free 
the'Country from the Rappareres. The next morning, by breale - v 
of day, being come within a Mileof the Place, they difcoyer'd

Enſign Dalyel 5 but notwithſtanding ſo great a multitude of the 
Rebcls, a part of that ſmall Garriſen.defended the two Avenues 
tothe Town above two Hours, till ſome of the Popiſh Inhabi- 
tants treacherouſly gave the Enemy entrance into the Town 
through a by-way, and then the Engliſh retreated to the main 
Guard, whichthey maintain'd ſix Hours longer, at what time 
the Rebels ſummoned the Defendants to ſurrender g and upon 
their refuſal, had brought together ſeveral Hundreds of Faggpts 
to fire the Guard-Houlſe;z when in the very nick af Opportnnity, 
Collonel ogilby, with a Party of Horſe and Foor, came to their 
Relief ; upon whoſe approach, the Enemy drew off in confuſion ; 
-which the Garriſon perceiving, ſallied outupon the Rebels, and 
kill'd about fifty, with no more than the loſs of one Man. 

April 9. Some of Captain Greex's Militia-Dragoons, marchin 


intothe Enemies Quarters, kilÞd ſeveral of the Rapparees, and laigy, 


in Aſhcsa Village that gave them harbor. The ſame day alſo 
a Court-Martial was held, whete Brigadier Stewart preſided, and 
where ſeveral Perſons, who upon their Tryals appcar'd to be 
Spics, and ſuch as had affaſted and ſheltered the. Rapparees, were 
{entenced to be hanged. | 

April 13. Quarter-Maſter Callaghan went out with a Party, 
and in a ſhort time after, return'd with cleven Priſoners, twelye 
Horſes, and ſeventy Head of Black Cartel. 

April 18. General Ginkle arrived at Dablix, whither moſt of 
the General Officers repaired at the ſame time, to conſult with 
the Lords Juſtices about the Aﬀairs of the Campaign, and haſt- 


ning their Majefties Forces to take the Field ; which he was the ' 


more encourag'd to do , in regard that the Manmouth Yacht had 
already brought Money for the Army, and that ſeveral other 
Ships were arrived at Cork, Waterford, and Kingſale, with Re- 
cruits both of Horſe and Foor, of which two thouſand were by 
that time come ro Dablen, where, through the great Care and 
Diligence of the General, the Train of Artillery, with the Wag- 
gons and. Catriages lay. all ready fitted.

But 
though at the firſt {ſight of the Ergl:ſh they drew up in a kind of 
Brayado, upon the Hills, in ſeyeral Bodies of Horſe and Foor, 
yet upon the Collonels nearer approach, they flew to their Bogs 
and Woods , whither the Enghſb purſu'd them , kill'd abour 
fifty, and after they had burnt a great number of their Huttsand 
Hoyels, returned to their Quarters.

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April Ca ons was ſent with a Party of Men, to relieve 
the Garriſon of Batmagooly,where Capt. Hornycroft then comman- 
ded,and was the ſame day to have march'd his Men to Cork,ſo ſoon 
as Captain Claytoz had relieved him.

However,this was not ſo privately carried,bur 
that the 7riſh had notice of it , and thereupon drew out a hun- 
dred and twenty ot their beſt Horſe, and as rpany Dragoons, with 
two hundred and filty Voluntiers and Rapparees, commantied by 
Brigadier Carol, Sir Zames Cotter, the Lord of Kinſale; Collo- 
nel Laſly, Major Slzngsby, Captain Coppinger and Captain Comb- 
don, who fell upon the Engliſh juſt on the other ſide of Six-mile- 
water, about three of the Cleck in the Morning, Upon their ap- 
proach, the Exgliſh faced, and about twenty fired upon the Ene- 
my .{o. well to the purpoſe, that they brake the Rebels Front, 
and put them into {ome diſorder ; which gave the Exgliſha good 
opportunity to retreat to an old Pound that had a Mud-wall about 
it, breaſt-high, and toclap up a Truckle ar the place where they 
entred, Whereupon the advanced Party of the Enemy, belic- 
ving the day their own, boldly made up to the 'Pound, and cf- 
fered the Captain and his Men Quener ; which he refuſing, they 
began a'brisk Charge, and preſſed hard upon the Exghliſh , by 
whom the Rebels were ſo warmly received, that ſeyeral of their 
Number were (lain, and carried off, during the heat of the Afti- 
on: However, they made a fecond and a third Attack, though 
with the ſame ill ſucceſs. And thus the Confli&t laſted for ſeye- 
ral hours, till notice of it being carried to Cork, a Party was 
forthwith ſent- from thence tothe Captain's relief; bur rhe Ene- 
my were all fled before they arrived, leaving dead upon the 
place Captain Coppinger and Captain Combaon : Collonel Luſty 
and the Lord of X:xſale were likewiſe dangerouſly-wounded, and 
carried off, and abour fifty more wounded. . Major Slingsby was 
brought dangerouſly wounded to Cork, wee: ih" lictle hopes of 
Life, he was {o ingenious as to confels, 1 ha etlieved the Hand 
of Goa was againlt their Party, for'that altlfo*they offered and 
promiſed Quarter tothe Engliſh, yer ad ny yielded, they had 


reſolved to put them all rothe Sword. Ore Engliſh were loſt no

lieved that more were kill'd and wourfded than thoſe they fought 
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Ar the beginning of May, the Lords Juſtices put forth a Pro- 
clamation, {ttitly charging and commanding all Officers, Civil 
and Military, and all Sayldicrs of their Majelties Army, not to 
moleſt any Sutlers that ſhould bave a Warrant from the Lord: 
Juſtices , the General of the Army, or Collonel of any Rex; 
ment, to follow the Camp; nor to take any thing from the ſaia 
Sutlers, nor to uſe any violence towards them, upon pain of be- 
ing ſeverely proceeded againſt : And that the Collonels ſhould 
take care-that the Souldiers-paid for eyery thing they had of the 
Sutlers,. according tothe f=tled Rates : And to preyent the Rob- 
beries and Spoils committed upon the Country, by . ſeveral unne- - 
ceſſary Perſons that followed:the Camp , they further _ ordered 
all their Majeſtics Subjects, both Proteſtants and Papiſts, to ſtay 
at, Or repair to, their ſcycral, Habications, for the Preſervation . 
and Improyement of the ſame ; and that no Perions ſhould pre. 
ſame to follow the Camp, but ſuch as brought Proviſions tothe 
Army, or upon ſome lawful occafion approved by the General, 
or Commander in Chief. ; 

By another Proclamation, all the Inhabitants: of the Counties 
of Waterford and Tipperary, were commanded to repair to their 
Phaces of Habitation, or the next. Garriſon ; andthe Inhabitants 
of the Countics of Cork, Lamerick, and Kerry, were ordered to do 
the ſame, in order to their being employed in the- Militia, for 
cnt ence of the Country,whea their Army ſhould be drawn into 
the Field: 

And by an Order of General Gizkle, all Officers and Souldiers, 
and all other Perſons whatſgever, were ſtrictly commanded nor 
topreſs any Horſes or Carts, without licenſe from himſelf in 
writing ;. nor to preſs any Horſe that was aftually liſted in the. 
Militia, upon any pretence whatever. 

Atay 1. Captain Thomas White of the old Lord George Hamil. 
toys Regiment, drew out an hundred Men under the Command 
of Captain 7ohaf1a, who marched with his Party to Belnamoza 
in Kirgs- County, where he had ſuch good ſucceſs, that by break 
of day he ſ{urprized two Troops of Dragoens- of Brigadier Clef-. 
ford's Regiment, and three Troops.of . Horſe - of rhe Lord 
Merrion's Regiment, killd Licutenant Archibald, Quarter-Maſter 
Barnet, and fifteen Dragoons, took two Enfigns, and other Pri- 
{oners, burnt the Town, and returned with a good Booty of 
Horſes, Arms and Cattel. 


May 3. The Goycrnour . of Clonmel, with a Detachment of 
Horle,

Horſe, and two 'Troops of the Militia-Dragoons , marched by 
Night intothe Enemies Quarters toward A24chels Town; but not 
meeting with any of the Rebels, was returning back to his Quat- 
ters, when a Corporal of Horſe making a halt a little behind, 
was ſhot at by four Rapparees : Upon which, the Exgi#ſh ſurroun- 
ded the Wood ; and after ſome hours Man-Hunting, killed above 
thirty of the Rapparees, and one Caſhax their Captain. 

May 4. Major Wood marched from Adountmilock to Caſtle- 
Cuff, with a Party of three hundred Foot, drawn out of Collo- 
nel Lloya's and the Lord George Hamilton's Regiment, and fifty 
Horſe of Collonel Byerlys. Inhis march, he divided the Foot iti- 
ro ſeveral ſmall Partics, in order to ſurprize the R apparees in 
the Woods and Bogs, keeping with the Horſe along the skirts of 
the Bog, to hinder their eſcape: By which means, they made 2 
ſhife ro kill about ſeventy R apparees , and to take a good num- 
ber of their Cattel. Which done, Major Hood advanc'd with 
thirty Foot, and thirty four Horſe, beyond the Togher of Mal- 
lyboze, and from thence ſent the Cartel homeward under a Guard 
of thirty Men, and was returning to his Party with thoſe' few 
that were with him, about ten of the Clock in the Morning, when 
he diſcover'd two Bodies of Men of the late Kings Army, com- 
puted to conſiſt of four hundred each Body, marching lilently 
berween the Wood and the Mountains ; but who, ſo ſoon as they 
perceiv'd themfclyes to be eſpy'd, beat their Drums; upon which, 
the Major drew up the chicfeſt part of his whole Party in a 
Plough'd ficld, and fac'd *em : Preſently the Enemies Granadiers 
came over the Hedge, and made towards the Major, till fecing 
the Exgl:iſh ſtand firm, they alſo madea halt, Whereupan the 
Major,apprehending that the thirty Men that guarded the Booty, 
were not got clear of the Wood, and conſequently might be 
cxpoled to the Enemies Numbers, wheeld off by the skirt of the 
Wood to their ſuccor ; and by that time he had got his Hotfe 
and Foor over the Bog, he heard the Enemy firing very thick 
upon the thirty Men, who bravely however oppogd *em, under 
the Command of Lieutenant E!lis. The noiſe of this firing brought 
in fourſcore more of the Exgliſh, who had been laid to watch 
the Rafpareess Thereupon Major #004 orderd the Foot 'to 
march in two Parties on each fide the River, while he with the 
Horſe march'd between 'cm both. Being in this manner come 
within fight of the Enemy, and judging that the Hotſe might do 
moſt ſervice, by fetching a compals. abour, and getting behind 
C 2 | thc 
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the Rebels, he gallop'd round, wich an intention to fall upon» 
their Reer ; which the Enemy perceiving, and being at the lame 
time hard put ro it by the Foot, began co make an orderly Re- 
ercac. Burt then it was, that the Major, unwilling to loſe his Ad- 
yantage, fell immediately upon-thcir Flank with his- Horſe, and 
that with ſo-much Courae and -undaunted Bravery, that he pur 
the Enemy firſt-jnto great diforder, and ſoon after to'an abſolute. 
flight. Both Horſe arid Foot purſu'd the Fugitives quite through 
the Wood down to the Bog,and kill'd about 150, among whom was 
Capt. Chales,with: 2 Lieutenants,and. rook Priſoners. Ma;. John Fitz- 
Patrick who commanded the whole Force,5 Captains, g Licure. 
nants, 2 Enfigns(belonging'to the ſeveral, Regiments-of Coll. Butlep 
of Ballyraggais, Collonel Robert Grace, Collonel Charles: Moore, Sir 
Morice Euſtace, and Eollonel Seer LutterePs Dragoons ) and a 
hundred and five private Souldiers, {1x Serjeants, ſeventeen Cor- 
porals, a Surgeon and three Drums ; together with a hundred 
and fifty Muskets:. All which wasdone by a hundred and ten of 
the Engliſh Foot, and- thirty feur. Horſe. With the Foot were 
Major R7der, Captain Nexry, Captain Drxy, Lieutenant Barton; 
and Enſign Ruſel. Wirh the Horſe were Cornet Zoſhua, Corner 
Haſliagton, Adjutant Robinſox,and Quarter-Maſter Caaford, who 
with their Men, both Horſe and Foot, behaved themſelves with 
an extraordinary Bravery ; gaining {o co':ſiderable a Victory 
over above {ix times their number, with the loſs only of Adju- 
tant Rob4x{ox, . one. Corporal, and two Foor-Souldiers kill'd out- 
right, and one Trooper wounded.

Donep being there with about 20 Daxes, and to of the Militia- - 
Dragoors, purſu'd the Enemy.; at what time a Licutenant of 
the Daxes, with 8 Horſe and 6 Dragocvs, getting before the reſt, _ 
and overtakingthe Rebels at Ballyderrawae, bear. off Go from the 
Hedges which they had lid in that part, though with the lo's 
ofthe Licuterant, who was there (lain. But then the Collonel 
coming up with the reſt of his Party, coaſtrain'd the Rebelsto run; 
and-being reinforc'd with 50 Men out of the Regiments of Col- 
lonel - Boyle, - Collonel Sr. .

* They who beheld the vaſt Preparations for this Campaign, 
had a fair proſpect ot their Majeſties extream Care and Provi- 
dence for the total Recovery of Ireland, and were caſily convin&'d 
- thatthe Publick Treaſure was not now as formerly given for the 
Welfare, bur expended for the Deftruttion of the Monarchy ; 
parted with for the Honour of the Nation, but waſted upon Plea- 
{ure, while they beheld all the proper Ports of the Kingdom con- 
tinually fill'd with Ships and Veſlels, fome tranſporting Money, 
others Rectuits to the Army ; while they beheld ſuch amazing 
Quantities of Proviſion, Arms and Ammunition ; 500 Draught- 
Horſes ar a time for the Carriages, and ſuch other vaſt ſtores for 
the Artillery, with all other Neccſſaries for ſo great an Entcr- 
prize. Which-ſhews the difference of a Nation's m_ under the 
Care of good Stewards,and from being under the negligent Miſ- 
goyernment of Profuſencſs and unthrifty Prodigality. 

As for the Triſh, they wereas buſic at the ſame time, as their 
Affiſtance would permit'em : And certain information was given, 
That theit new Fyench General St. Rath, ifſu'd out all his Or- 
ders in the Freach King's Name, and requir'd ſeveral of the 
Rebel's Officers to take new Commiſſhons under the French 
King, in proſecution of a Defign of ſubjeRting Ireland to France, 
that had been long carried on in that Kingdom by Abbot Gra- 
welle, and of which his own Letters to a great Perſon 'in France, 
that have been {ſince intercepred, are a ſufficient Evidence. 

But before we launch inro the grand Campaign, there is this 
Obſervation to be made, That though theſe leffer Encounters 
which have been hitherto related, may ſeem to be of little value, 
yet con{idering the continu'd ſucceſs of the. Engliſh, though for 
che raoſt part thcir Parties were mich inferior to the Enemy, 
. and the continu'd bad Fortune of the Rebels, ſuch a Proſperity

tune in their, Favor. Add.co this, .the picking up of ſo many of the 
Enemy- for Hawks-meat,not, ſuddenly taken notice of by a-curſory

by- degrees ; which if the condition of the Kingdom would have 
endur'd it,muſt have conſum'd:the whole Bulk of the 1r;ſh Oppolt- 
tio!2 at the long run.For moſt certainly it may be found by an cafie 
computation, that in lefsthan..tyo Months before the Campaign 
open'd, the Rebels loft, by theſe.petty Gleanings, 1079, Men kill'd 
outright, and aboye.230 Prifoners,, in all. 130g Men, of which 
ſome were conliderable Officers, and perhaps in the. Number of 
the moſt experienc'd: and daring Commanders; whetcas about

But now all things being in a readineſs for the Exglſh to rake 
the Field, General Gzakle, Commander in Chief of their 'Maje- 
ſties Forces in the Kingdom in Treland, upon the Grh' of May, de- - 
camp'd from Mulli-gar ; and beirg joyn'd the ſame day by Ge- 
neral Douglaſs with the Northern Forces, which. made ' up the 
whole Army 15 Batralionsot Foot, and 3069 Horſe, upon the 7th 
of May came: before Balymore, ſeated upon a tongue © of firrn' 

Land, jetting out-into-a Lake, being in circumference about a 

Mile, ending on the two ſides with Bogs that are unacceſſible,

The Enemy had fortified this place with two Retrenchmenrs in 

the Winter, of which the firſt was a Horn-work, the . ſccond two 

whole Baſttons, whoſe. ourward Curtains on each {ide extended 
dawn to the Lakes and withiag the laſt Retrenchimem was an old 

Daniſh Mount, fo fortified as that.it made a third Retreat. 

Upon the General's approach to the Town, the: Marquiſe 
de Rowigny.was {ent before: with a ſtrong Detachment of Horſe 
and Dragoons, to poſſeſs himſelf ofa Paſs berween the Town and 

Athione; and asſoon asthe advanc'd part of the Army appear'd 

upon the Hills. that look into the Forr, the'Enerny began'to play 

upon the Enghſb with two Ficld-Picces, but without doeing-any 
harm. -- In the mean time a Detachment of Foot was {cnt to pol- 
ſels themſelves of the Rebels our-Poſts, which they quitted upon 
the approach of the Exghſb, and ran as faſt as they could into 
Ballyanare; only a Scrjeant and twelve Men continu'd” firing out 


of. a round Tower , and Kkill'd rwo of the Ergltſh : But the 
Foxer- 
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. Tower ſoon after being taken by Aſſault, the Serjeant was hang'd 
-upon a high Hill, ia ſight ofthe Enemy, tor firing upon the Be- 
ſiegers after the Communication was cut off from him and the 
Town. Thar Night the Befirgers raiſed frve different Barteries ; 
the ficſt of 12 Poundetrs, the fecond of fix' 18 Pounders,' to ruin 
.the ſecond Retrenchmeat ; the third of 8 Field-Pieces ro break 
the Palliſadoes ; the fourth of four 18 Poundets, and two 12 
Pounders, . which batter'd the Hornework; as alſo a Lodgmenr 
on the ſame ſide'for three Mortar-pieces. All which were brought 
to play the ſame Night.” About cight of the Clock the next Mor- 
ning, the General ſent a 'Meflage to the Governour, That if he 
and the Garriſon would ſurrender within two Hours, he would ſave 
their Lives, ani recerve *em as Priſoners of War : If nit, that they 
ſhould expe no quarter. To which the Governor returning a 
ſhuffling fort of an Anſwer, in hopcsro get better Terms, the Bat- 
teries Tay'd on, and about Noon the Breaches ef the firſt and 
Saas Retrenchments were fo far advanced, and the Palliſado's 
ſocfkefually cur down, thar the General rcfolv'd to ftorm the 
Town in five ſeveral Places, on the Hornwork, and the two ſides 
ofthe Bog by help of Faggots, and by that meansto divide the 
Garriſon, which conſiſted of to00 Men. - "The Beliegersalſo had 
four large Wherrics a-float upon the Lake, which were brought 
from Dublin with a great deal of trouble, into which were pur 
an hundred and fifty Granadiers, that at the time of the general 
Aſlault,were to attack the Beſieg'd on that fide that lay open to the 
Lake.

"Upon the gth of May the' Garriſon came forth, - conſiſting of 
780 Men, drawn out of the Enemies ſtandirg-Army, belides 4 - 
Field-Officers, 46 Captains, -14 Licutenants, 12 Enfigns and Cor- 
nets, ©c.and 259 Rapparees, all well arm*d; who all-laying down . 
their Arms, were made Priſoners in the -innermoſt part ot the 
Fort. Beſides the Garriſon, there were above 600 Women and 
Children, among whom a Load of Ammunition-Bread was or- 
derd to be diſttibuted. There was found in the Place feveral 
Sacks of French Oar-mecal, about ten Barrels of Powder, with

The ſame Night that the. Town ſurrendred, thete was a hot 
Alarum that the Enemy was at hand, with a Body of a5oo0 
Men ; which occaſion'd the Beſiegers ro double their Guards, 
and ſend out a ſtrong Party of Horſe and Foot toward Athlone, 
who within two Miles of that place, ſurpriz'd an advanced Guard 
of the Enemies aſleep,the main{Body confiſting of ro60'Men who 
retreated in ſafety, in regard the Exgl;h had no Orders to ad- 
vance any farther. | Y | ; 

So ſoon as the Town was taken, the Exgliſh fell to work in re- 
pairing the Breaches, making ſome additions of new Works, and 
levelling the Battericsz and a Garriſon was pur into it of 503 Men: 
The Priſoners, being 5s Officers, and goo Souldiers, were ſent a- 
way to Mallengar, and from thence to Dubliy. After jthis, the 
General lay a while encamp'd near Balmore, in cxpettation of 
the Prince of Hirtemberg, who upon the 4th of Zune decamp'd 
from Thurles, with the Forces under his Command, conſiſting 
of 12000 Horſe and Foct.

form'd- in this manner : Firſt march'd 3co derach'd Granadiers,

in their way. All things being thus in a readineſs, about {1x in 
the Evening the Sign was given, by a diſcharge of all the Cannon 
in Battery: Upon which, the Engliſh advanc'd in very good Or- 
der rothe Aſſault. The Enemy ſeem'd reſoly'd at firſt to have 
maintain'd the Breach ; but upon the firſt fight” of the Hand- 
Granadiers, they fled, retiring in great confuſton tro Connaught- 
fide, divers alſo leaping over the Shannoz for baſic:. Sa that the 
Enxgliſþ had nothing to do buttoenter ; which the whole Party 
did, and advanc'd ra the Bridgez where lying open ro the Enc- 
mies ſhot from the other ſide, ſeveral of the Ergl;ſh were kill'd 
and wounded, till the Enginicrs had compleated ſome Blinds to 
cover them from the Town. Jnthis Aion howeyer, not above 
20 of the Exgliſh were wounded, and ſome few lain out-right : 
In the number of the firſt was Brigadicr Stewart, who was. ſhot 
in the right Arm. and in the Neck, but not dangerouſly ; bur 
Licur. Coll. Gore, that Iced on the Granadiers, was ſhort at the 
Breach ; and Lieutcnant Kirk of Viliarss Regiment, was untortu- 
nately kill'd by a Cannot-Ball, as he was viewing the Place from 
the top of a Hill that was juſt by. 

Gn the 24th, a private Souldier feeing one of the Enemies 
Colours floating upoa the River near the Bridge, threw himſelf. 
into- the Watcerz and though many fhot were made at him, 
brought is off, and preſented it to the General, who gave him a 
good Reward.

Nevertheleſs, all things being in a readineſs, 
the Orders given by Gencral Genkſe, upon Tueſday the .3oth of 
Fane,abour tour a Clock inthe Afternoongthe Attack was made by 
1550 Granadiers,and 6 Battalions of Foot ſtatrling: ready to ſup- 
port *emyif occation ſhould be. The Signal was the-ringiog of the 
Charch betlapon which the Granadiers{with whom MET. almafh 
tho' he did not Command that day, went along as a Voluniier) 
entred the Ford,which wasthe only Paſſage the Aſſailants had,in 
regard the Bridge was ſo broken, thatthey could not get over it.

"Town fix Pieces of Braſs Cannon, and two. Mortars ; but the 
ſtores of Powder, Bullet and Proviſions, were but {mall.. The 
Town and- Caſtle were reduc'd to a heap of Ruins ; and the Pri- 
ſoners ſaid, That before the Attack, there were kill'd in the 
Town abour' 1200 Men, by the Beſiegers Cannon and Bombs, 
of which, nor of their Bullets or Stones, the Aſſailants were no 
Niggards; as having-beftow'd upon the Place, before it was taken, 
10009 Bullets, Goo Bombs, and ſeveral Fun of Stones.

ting Sir Alexanger Fiton, Sir Richara Neagle, and the ſaid Mr. 
Plonaen, Juſtices of Ireland; who immediately, by virtue of the 
ſame Commiſſion , took upon 'em to af, within the narrow 
Confines of Lzmerich, as Lords Juſtices of thar Kingdom. 

At the (ame time Collonel Herry Latterell had been feiz'd by 


* order of the French Lieut. Gen. d'Ufone, tor having mare ſome 


Propoſals for a Surrender ; and was {entenc'd, by a Ceurt-Martial, 
to be ſhot ro Death. Of which General Gzxckle being inform'd, 
ſent word to the French Monſieur by a Trumpet, Thar it any 
Man were pur to death for having a Mind to come over to the 
Exghſh, he would revenge it double upon the Ir:fþ Priſoners. 

Auguſt 25. The Engliſh Army drew-near Limerick, and drove 
the-Enemy from all their ſeyeral Forts and Places of defence with- 
out the Town ; of which they quited ſome upon the approach of 
the Exgkſh. Nevertheleſs, in another Fort which th: y had new- 
ly buile, and wherein they had fix hundred Men, they made a 
ſhew of greater Reſiſtance ; bur upen the advance of fourſcore 
Granadiers to attack it, they only gave one general difcharge up- 
on *em, and then made a running Retreat by a  Covert-waf, 
within their Flank Lines, which they had newly raiſed round 
about the Town. £ > 

Thenext Morning, a conſfiderabl2 Detachment of Horſe and 
Foot was ſent away, with ſome Cannon, under the Command 
cf the Prince of Hefſe-Dermſtadt, to take in Caſtle-Connel , where 
the Enemy had a ſtrong Garriſon : And another Party was ſenc 
to reduce three other Caſtles, in the Enemies poſleftion, chat lay 
upon the River below the Town. | 

Upor the 25th of A»guſt, the whole Army decamping from 
Carrich-yrg/sfh, about three in the Afternoon came belore [ae- 
rick, the letr Wing reaching ro the River; but in regard che 
Enemy had planted two Pieces of Cannon on the other fide of che 
River, to the Diſadvantage of the Enghifh, a Regiment of Dra- 
£00ns, and another of Horſe, that were poſted ; near*ſt ro the 


anks of the Stream, were couſtrain'd ro remove to a little far-- 
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ther diſtance out of Harm's way. Being thus come befote rhe 
Town, the Engliſh advanc'd to Crommwel-Fort, without atry 6ppc 

fition, the Enemy quitting both rhat and the Line-of: Comm 

nication, which they had made to the Church, and-retreating 
co their Intrenchmems that were nearer the Town. Arid at the 
ſame; rime,'a Derachment of fourfcore Granadiers -wete imme- 
diately ordci'd to, attack one of- their Oat-works, which was a 


new Fort, and guarded by ſix hundred Men ; which upon the 


advancing of the Exghſh, they abandon'd afrer one ſingle dif- 
charge, and fled by the Covert-way into the Town. Upon 
which, the Granadiers entred the Fort.; and purſuing the Fugi- 
tives, killd ſeveral, and took about twenty Priſoners, with the 
loſs of no more than one Man. Only one unhappy Aceident fell 
out that night, that Collcnel Dozxep of che Dawmiſh Horle, was un- 
fortunately ſlain by a Randonn-ſhor. 

The 26th the heavy Cannon and Mortars arriv'd , and the 
Souldiers began ro work upon the Lines of Communication. 

The 27th a Battery was raiſed by the Beliegers againſt -Tho- 
word Bridge z and the fame day -Lieutenant-General * Styawen- 
yore was {ent with a Derachment torreduce Caſtle O Gurnel, which 
preſently furrendred at diſcretion; ſo that the whole' Garriſon, 
confiſting of a- hundred and fifty Men, were all made Priſotiers 
of War. ' Arthe ſame time ſome lighter Exgliſh Frigats made 
up; and caſt Anchor within ſight of the Town, while Captain 
Cole with the reſt of the Squadron lay about fix Miles off. *Tis 
ſaid that the Beſteged, upon the firft appearance of the ſmall 
Frigats, expreſſed an extraordinary Joy, belicvitig them to have 
been French ; but were as much appall'd', when they found their 
unhucky Miſtake. 

The 2Eth Cafle-Connelſurrendred to the Prince of H:fſe-Dern:- 
fladt, which was attended with the ſurrender of ſeveral other 
petty Caſtics thereabout, and made the Exglſh Maſters of aboye 
nine hundred Priſoners. | o] | | 

Upon the 30th the Beſicgers began to- play- upon the Town 
with nine Mortars, which ſet it on fire in ſeveral places, though 
it burnt ner very Jong, the Buildings being all of Stone, and very 
ſtrong. However, the ſecond Bomb that was thrown kill'd the 
Lady. Dillon, and wounded ſeveral others, . 'Fhe next day nine 
Cannen'began ro play upon the. Caſtte to ruin it, and to hin- 
der the Enemies Communication with theit Carnp; and the ſame 
night was creted a Batterv of: two Mortars more, of 1 nr" 
Inches

Inches diameter ; and ſoon after two more Batteries were finiſh'd, 
one of fourteen Picces, the orher of ren, all carrying twenty four 
and cightcen pound Ball. The Report of all the Deſerrets, who 
daily came over to the Leaguer, at that time, was, that the Gar- 
riſon in the Town was very numerous, but that they were not 
half arm'd, and that they were in great want of Proviſions. Bur 
though it is not amiſs for a General to hear what ſuch People fay, 
yetthcreisbur little Credit ro be given ro their Reports, which 
are moſt frequently fram'd ro curry favour. Thus in a few days 
after, other Deſerters reported, That there were not Provifions 
inthe Town for many days, and that a'Uſſhxe the Frexch Go- 
vernour, had promiſcd to diſmils the Militia that were forcea'in- 
to the Tomn, ater the Battel of Aghrim, it ſuccour did nor come 
from France in twelve days. Of the Truth of all which, an caſie 
Conjecture may be made by what has hapned ſince. | 

However, aſter all theſe tair Stories, the General hearing tha: 
feveral Regiments of the Enemies Horfe, with a Party of Rap- 
fares, were drawn together in Kerry, about ſixteen Miles from 
Limerich, (ent away Brigadier Leve/on, with five hundred Hotſe 
and. Dragoons,in purſuit of the whole Party ; who being inform'd 
of his March, divided themſelves into cwo Bodies, to make their 
retreat the more calic.. Which Brigadier. L2veſ2n underſtanding, 
did the like ; and with one part of his Detachmear, himſelf pur- 
fued one of the Enemies Bodies, wile Collonel New-nhuys pur- 
ſu'd the other, Nor was it long betore the Brigadier overcook 
the Party which he purſu'd and fo entirely. par” them to th? 
rout, that very few eſcap'd; among the reſt, rhe*Eord C:file:Com 
nel was taken, and. ſeit. ro the Camp with the reſt of the Pri- 
ſoners. 

Upon the 3d of September, the Enemies Horſe quitted their 
Camp, under the, Cannon of the Town, and berook themſelves 
to another that lies in the Road between Limerick ard Ne#alow ; 
and thus their Horſe being near to fecond *'em, they poſted four 
Regiments of Dragoons. :o guard the. Fords of 'the' Shannon, in 
caſe che Enemy ſhoutd attempt to paſs;the River.” On the other 
fide, the Beſicgers had by this time fioid chcir Line of Circum- 
vallation, with four Redoubrs ro detend ir. 

SeprembFr 4. Three hundred Horſe arid Dragnens were ſent to 
re-inforce Brigadier. Leveſon; who after the Defeat 'of- the iwo 
Regiments, and the B-dy of Rapparees, in Kerryy. was advaric'd 
farther, in order to the reducing of thoſe tew {mall age 
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which the 1/1h had left in thar County ; to which purpoſe, 18 
Pieces of Cannon were allo order'd him for the more ſpeedy et- 
.feting his Deſign. E: 

About-the ſame time, the [r;ſh having put between 2 and Jo 
of the Proteſtant Inhabitants of Limzzrick into a little Iſland in the | | 
Shannon gander a {ufficient Guard,tiheir ſad and ſtarving Condition 
moy*'d the Compaſſion of the Officers, to whole care they were 
commirted ; who being no leſs detirous themſelves to go over ro 
the Engliſh, ſent to Maj. Stroud, who then lay poſted with ſome of 


13centions ; upon whicn, the Major went over with a- Party in 
{mall Boats ; and brought away not only the Guard, but the Pri-. 
ſoners, that were almolt ſtary'd for want of Food, in a place 
where they had only two pititul Hurts to ſhelter them from 
the Inconveniences of the Weather. 
 Septemb. 8. The great Batcery of 22 Pieces of Cannon began 
ro play very early in the Morning, and in a ſhort time made a 
Breach of about Jo yards ia the Ezgliſþ Town, on the Norch- Eaft 
fide of ir. Upon the lefr of this Battery were alfo planted'8 Mors- 
rars,,wo of which were 18 Inches in diameter. The next day, be- 
ing the-gth, rwo more Batteries were finiſh'd, which play'd upon F 
St. Johz's Gare inthe Iriſh Town. Thele Batteries and Mo1tars 
playing without intermiſſion, made a world of Havock, diſmoun- 
ted the Enemies Cannon, made ſeveral Breaches, ſer the Engliſh 
Townlcveral times on fire, and'laid the greateſt parr of it in Rub- 
biſh; and all this by the 12th at night ; at what time ſome of the 
zlfiegers Bombs falling among the Enemies Stores, burnt three 
of their Magazines, one of Brandy, and the other two of Bisker, 
and ſhortly aſter fired and blew up another Magazine of Powder, 
which forc'd the Enemy to - remove what Proviſions and Am- 
munition they had left, into the Triſh T. wm. | 
_ Septemb. 1 5. The Lord Tishurn was kill'd by a Cannon Ball, as | 
Le was lying upon his Quilt in the Trenches. 
On the 17. one Capt.Taffe came over to the Exgl;ſh,and inform'd 
the General,that the Egliſh Town was utterly ruind;that the great 
Guns and Bombs had kilÞd a great number of the Garriſon,which 
at thar time was reduc'd to GocD Foor, and thoſe but very ill clad. 
Upon. the 18th. an Expreſs was ſem to Dzublix 'by the 
Earl of {Grazard, giving This Accompt, that upon+his' com- 
ing before Slego with a Body of the Army, and Militia of the 
Country, conſiſting of about Z503 Men , to whom Baldarrr » 
| heale 
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Oneal?, who was abfo'utely come over te the Z1g1ijp, had j yned his own Thou- 
"and fo!towers, the Iriſh quitted the Town, and retreated into the Fort ; up- 
en which his Lordſhip caus'd a Battery to be Rais'd againft it. But then the 
Iriſh chufing rather co ſuhmit in time , then ſuffer the tatal Effefts of a ſuc- 
ceſstul Ste:m, ſurrender'd the Fort upon the 15th. of S:premb:r, and Marched'' 
out accordingly to the Number of between 5 or 600 Men. They left in-the 
Place 16 Pieces of Cannon, 3o Barrels of Powder, more Shet in proportion; 
and a great Quanrtity. of Proviſion. The Articles they obtain'd were almoft 
the ſame with thoſe tat were granted to G:loway, wherein divers other pet- . 
ty Gariſons were included, upen this Ccnlitian that they furrendr'd twenty 
four Hours after being Sammon'd. Much about the ſame time, General Ginckiz 
having determined that-part of the Army ſhould paſs the Shannon, with a re- 


ſolution to diſhpate or remove the Iriſh Hurſe that lay Encamped in the Coun . 


ty of Clare, and ſhut up the Town on that fide a'ſs, the better to conceal his . 
defign, made a ſhew.by giving Orders to draw off and (hip the heavy Cannon; 
and quit ſeveral Caftles near the Camp, as if he intended to raiſe the Siege ; 
which the Enemy believing to be real, expreſſed their j1y by loud and frequent- 
ly repeated Shouts... Buc the ſame Night the Pontons were laid over the Shyr- 
non about a Wile above the Town ; which was pzrform'd with that Order and 
Silence, that upon the 161th, by break ef day, the Royal Regiment of Dra-. 
g00ns, With a Detachment bath of Hoſe and Fout bad paſs'd the River he- 
fore they were diſcover'd by ths Enemy. AJ this while Brigadier Clifford 
lay with four Regiments of Dragoons on the other ſide of the Water, ro have 
hinder'd the Eng/ifþ from getting over; and fo ſoorras he perceiv'4 himſelf 
fruſtrated in his deſign; brought down all his Men on foot (their horſes being . 
at graſs ) to make the bt oppoſition he could. But they were preſently 
routed, and forc'd to betake themſelves to their Heels, flinging azay thzir 
Arms, and teaving behiad them al] theic Tents, Baggage, Saidles, Bridles ant 
other Accoutrements, together with two Pieces of Cannon, and the Standard 
of Maxwell, Many were kid; and ſeveral. taken Priſoners, among whom 
was a French Lieutenant Collonel. Upon thi-, tie reſt of the Iriſh Horſe , 
that lay higher up towards Ki'a/ow, took the 417um, and drew out as if 
they had intended ſome ftout reſiſtance, bur as it prov'd, *Ttwas only to ſecure + 
their Baggage, and get time to take eown their Tents. For fb ſoon as-the En- . 
£1iſh drew neac*em, and had pzF'd the ficft Lane that was between the [riſtr . 
ani Them, they March'd off in great diſorder toward the Mounrains. Which -. 
done, the Horſe'return'd to the Camp, and the Foot were pofteg at the head 
of the Bridge. At what tim: the. Engliſh alſo took a Caftle that ftands' in 
the Middle of: the Shannon, the Gariſon of which conlifting of about three- 
ſcore Men, ſurrender'd at diſcretion 3 beſides another Poft not far from it - 
whic't were of great Uſe to the Beiegers. The Engliſh alſo remov'd their - 
Bridge of Boats nearer to the Town, and ſecur'd two more Paſſes to it, of which - 
one: was call'd the Paſs of 4znabegp,where the Engliſh went over the laſt year. 

O: the 224. of Seprember the General of the Enzliſh paiſ=d the Sbinnon 
very carly in the Morning, w th a ſtrong Party of Horſe and Dragoons, and _ 
Ten Regiments of Infantry, and fourteen Pieces. of Cannon, leaving the reft - 
of the Army under the Comman:i of the Dake of Wirrenb-r2h to ſecure the BY:

what time the Beſieged ſent two great. Detachmeats out of the Town, to re-

this, the Enzlifb went on with that Courage and Bravery, that they heat the 
Enemy from their Works, who thereupon fled ts the Town in hopes to have 
bzen let in. But:the Governour fearing leaft the Vitorious Engliſb ſhould 
have Enter'd with the fugitives, durft not let down the draw Bridge to receive 
them , which occaſion'd a great flavghter of the vanquiſh'd Iriſh, fo that 
nothing was to bz ſeen from tie toot of Thmord Bridge to the draw Bridge, 
but heaps of Ge2d Badi:s, Six hundred of the Enemy were flain, ani about 
5328 handred aad thicty raken Priloners, among which Number was Collonel 
" Skelton (fince dead of his woun15) two Lizeutenanc -Collonels, two Majors, 
three Captains, ſeven Licutenarts and fix Enſfizns.
